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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 5-7, 10-12, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Mori et al (4,61 3,782). 

With respect to claims 1 and 11, Mori et al disclose in fig. 1 an actuator 
comprising an displacement element 1\ a displacement expander 18, a transmitter 10, a 
driver 13, and a presser 19. 

With respedt to claims 2, 7, and 12, the reference also discloses slits 18c which 
inherently makes the displacement expander 18 have less of a spring constant than the 
displacement element 1 . 

With respect to claims 5, 10 and 15, the reference discloses that the 
displacement element 1 is laminated in last paragraph of column 2. 

With respect to claim 6, Mori et al disclose in fig. 1 an actuator comprising an 
displacement elements 1 and 2, a displacement expanders 18a and 18b, a tip 10, 
drivers 13 and 15, and a presser 19. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3, 4, 8, 9, and 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Mori et al (4,61 3,782). 

Mori et al disclose in fig. 1 an actuator comprising an displacement element 1 , a 
displacement expander 18, a transmitter 10, and a presser 19. The reference also 
discloses slits 18c which inherently makes the displacement expander 18 have less of a 
spring constant than the displacement element 1 . 

The rejf^erence does not disclose what frequency that the displacement element is 



The Examiner takes Official Notice that it was well known scientific principle that 
objects are driven most efficiently at their resonant frequency. It would have been 
obvious to one; of ordinary skill in the art to drive displacement element near the x 
resonant frequency of the displacement expander for the purpose of most efficiently 
converting electrical energy into mechanical energy. 



3. Applicant's arguments filed 13 December 2001 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

With respect to the 102 rejection, it is not understood what structural limitations 
are inherent in "restraining the oscillations of the piezoelectric element." It is the 
Examiner's position that fig. 1 of Mori et al inherently discloses this. 

With respect to the 103 rejection, the rejection has been clarified.
